Uiing about that. Wo are not rteponaibie 
for her failure to provide the mact.ineiy 
itirouKh which doclrioea Bdiiiitiei' by the 
Whole civilit^ed world coald bo enforced, jujt 
when ilieir (nlorcemaifc was necessary. The 
ioadequaey of the liw provea only the incom- 
petenuy ul the law mukQiB. 

Wban tho history of these trausacions 
comes to be oonciiiercd collectively, the in- 
telligent reader will bo surprised to notice 
how eoraplelilv, from the beginning, and es- 
pecially in the oa^ea of the Alabama and R.ip- 
paliumioclt, Kiiglinil bus relied upon epeoial 
pleading. Sbo tma never considered, she 
has oever ventured to coosiier tbea^ qaes- 
tloDB io the light of the great, predomiDBtiiig 
priooiplea ol public law: 



shall soon have a large imifligrulion, ami 
that the Home Government will extend 
to OS any assistance that can bo reasona- 
bly afforded us till we are able to help 
ourselves.

There was something absoktely comical 
about Mr. Adderley's remarks touching 
the ignorance of the British public on 
the subject of the Colonies, and hie 
statement in relation to this cue, thai 
98 per cent, of the inhabitants wcro from 
the United States; we strongly suspect 
that a larger proportion of tho inbabi 
tsnts of Liverpool are Americans than of 
the people of British Columbia. But 
Bach a slip is of very little consequence ; 
the faot is nevertheless true that the 
attention of the British Parliament has 
been attracted to this conn try, and tho 
discDssion of our affairs will give the cue 
to the people who will take the subject 
Bp and dlicosfl it more particularly, and 
we shall once more be tbooghl of in the 
old conntry as a good place to emigrate to. 
What wo shonld at oiaoe do is to compile 
pamphlets with a correct description of 
the conntry, climate and resonrces.whicb 
should be distributed all over Great 
Britain ; and we would soon have lota 
of immigrants pouring into this country 
to create the material on which to build 
our future greatness. Regarding tho re 
marks of Sir C. Dilkc.it will bo necessary 
to slate, in order that our readers may 
understand theui, that that gen'letnnn 
belong* to the Goldivin Smith .school, 
and finds it necessary to go abroad i" 
order to procure food for hi« enthnf iasni ; 
anything British or appertaining- tbero- 
'tto is quite of too homely a character. 
John Bright is another shining example 
of this class, and lo people unacquain'ed 
with their true nature they appear to he 
the most unpatriotic people in the world ;

— The let of 
Juno having been oboaan for iho iuaugura-i 
tion of the statua to Lord Palmeraton which 
has been erected in one of tho public parka of 
Southampton, tho auapioiona ceremonial was 
periormcd in tho preseaco of many tboaeanda 
of people. Tho statne (whioh is the work of 
Mr. Thomas Sharp, of £!dgware>road. Lon- 
don, and who has produced a liieslike rc- 
minisoonoe of tbe deceased statesman) and 
the pedestal on which it stands arc is white 
marble, resting on a granito plinth Tho 
height of the figure ij eight loet, und tie 
pedestal o.xlouds about nine feet from the 
ground. Tho trefoil is aeini-classical, having 
tho cloak introduced to take away tlia ob« 
jeotionable uppoarance io sonlpturo of tho 
coat and trouHcrs of tho present duy, without 
in the least iniorforiiig wi:h tlie costume or- 
dinarily worn by his lordship. 'I'his tends 
to give Bubstanoe to the figure, and tbe pen> 
daot folds of tbe oloak lead down to the 
soroll, with books, on which are inacribod 
the official appointments of bis lordship, from 
tho year 1809 (o tbe time ot bis deecaso 
when be was Prime Minister.

2. vVcU flducstcd young persons from Ibe 
middlo chiasoi', governe«B»8, Bbopwomeu in the 
liiijtior cily Bsiablishinent*, &c, wiih a fa 
aroouLt of culture aod many ol them with 
aboomplisbments but thoroughly domestical 
ed used lo wait on themeilves and to luro 
their hands to anything. 
3. Good, respectable, healthy, neat domestic 
sarvania who have lived in families ol good 
pcwition, rtspecilul in Hianuer, often comoly 
in person, in cducatioQ various, and also iu 
aptitude and taltnls i but a> a whole a most 
valuable class io obaraotar and habits of 
useful industry — an unmeaFurable addition 
to the general conilort ol colouial lifi?. 

4. Strong, healthy yonng women, daogh- 
ters ol small farmers or of cottagers, as ouuld 
do Iho work of a Lrm hou*e. Basioes house 
work these would uadersiand the milking anJ 
management of cowa, butter and obee>ie 
making, care of puultry, &c,, and if need be, 
could Oig and plant a garden as well as any 
man. EdnOBtioo, various ,- often deGcient. 

Of these fonr classes who may be expected 
to encounter tbe voyage, the laet are tbe 
least enterprising and most likely to dread 
the sea, and aa tbey are usually hired from 
year to year, most difiiault to obtain when 
thav arc disengaged. 

Year ageut should be instructed in what 
propo"tion of these lour clafsas any particu 
1 ir ship should be fillod, tbat at least he 
might aim at meeting the requisite number 
ul each sort.
